Theree cows on Frank Sample's 
farm in Jackson township, and four 
horses and a mule belonging to, Ben 
Staples of Orange 
township 'were 


killed by lightning. 


The' storm 
of 
early 
ycsterciay 


inorning promised to wreak havoc 
here in Rushville, but no damage was 
done to any great extent. 
The 


storm broke 
shortly 
let'ore 
four 


o'clock in the morning. The electri- 
cal display was vivid, the rain feu in 
ton-cuts and the wind blew lii.e a sea 
gale. 


The storm was evidently the most 


severe in the northwestern part of 
the eoraty as there the most damage 
v.-i>s done. Telephone lines are down 
today, trees blown over and the. heavv 
downpour of rain beat the corn down 
and badly damaged fruit. 


111 some places in the county, it is 


reported, hail caused a heavy los?. 
Stunt.-, 
as large as bird 
eggs fell 


in large numbers, tearing Iriiit in the 
embryo from the trees. 
Limbs were 


torn oft' and whole orchards were re- 
ported to be devastated. 


The lightning 
played a peculiar 


trick down in Orange township. There 
were nine horses and one mala stand- 
ing under a tree in a field of the lien 
Staples farm. 
A bull of lightnm_r 


killed the four best horse, in the nine 
head, and the one mule, ir.stantly, 
and the other five horses were un- 
hurt. Mr. Staples' lo*s is estimate.! 
at a thousand dollars.

two hundred dollars. A ?teer and -j 
cow belonging to Mr-. Sample and a 
bull owned by William Km.dit were 
killed. All three of the aiumais. were 
standing under a tree on Sample's 
farm.

sured at a hundred dollars ami the 
steer was valued at eighty or a hun- 
dred dollars. 


A large stock barn on the farm of 


Elmer Hume a few miles .south of the 
city was blown into pieces by the 
high gale that blew in the southern 
part of the county. There happened 
to be no stock in the 
barn at the 


time else it would most likely have 
been killed. 


Damage estimated at a thousand 


dollars was done by the wind at the 
Oueal Brothers .farm south of the 
city. Buildings were blown down and 
many valuable trees were torn up by 
the roots. Xo stock was killed; 


Later reports this afternoon were 


that considerable damage had been 
done in the vicinity of'Manilla. .A 
valuable sugar orchard on Gary Cot- 
ton's faiin t\vo miles west of Manilla" 
was practically destroyed at a great 
loss. It was considered one cf the 
most valuable orchards in the coun- 
ty. Telephone lines were put out of 
commission in the vicinity of Manilla.

praise is to be withheld from the per- 
formances of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration in this platform. The speech 
which Senator Root has prepared fol- 
lows this same policy. Mr. Roosevelt's 
condemnation is to come in another 
part of the platform, as if to show how 
he himself has changed and added to 
his creed a lot of new ideas which the 
party repudiates. 


One thing which was talked over at 


the conference of the Taft platform 
makers was the six-year presidential 
term question.- This is going to re- 
ceive very serious consideration here, 
but just what the outcome will be is 
uncertain. 
Next to this feature the 


most interesting fact which developed 
1n connection with the work of the 
two rival sets of platform constructors 
was the disclosure that whereas the 
Taft platform is to give what .might 
be described as a mild indorsement of 
the Aldrich currency plan, the Roose- 
velt platform will absolutely repudiate 
it. The Rocsevelt plank will advocate 
a currency 'system under the absolute 
control of the government. There.is 
to be plank in the colonel's" platform 
handling the woman's suffrage ques 
tion.

El Paso, Tex., June 17.—The arrest 


of General Campa and Colonel Alato- 
ree and the telegraphing of General 
Orozco to his father at Juarez to send 
him sixty picked men as a bodyguard, 
leads to the belief that the combined 
attack of the federal forces surround- 
ing Chihuahua is impending and the 
rebels are disintegrating.

A MASTERS TRAINING SCHOOL. 


Four training schools for scout- 


masters will be established this suni- 
mer under the auspices of the Boy 
Scouts of America. The spread of 
the Scout Movement, the increase, in 
the number- of scoutmasters in one 
year from 2000 to more than 7000 
and the growing demand of the boys 
for scoutmasters skilled- in wood- 
craft have made it necessary for the 
leaders of the national organization 
start schools iu 
different 
parts of 


the country to equip men thoroughly 
for the work of leading the boys in 
various scout activities. Though the 
one scoutmasters' school at Silver 
Bay. Lake George, last year was at- 
tended by men from fourten different 
states, the prospects are that the 
four different schools 
in 
different 


parts of the country vrill each have 
a greater attendance than the.single 
school last year. 


The aim of the schools is to in- 


struct the scoutmasters in 
various 


phases of scouting including wood- 
craft. 
One of the picturesque in- 


structors at the scoutmasters' train- 
ing school that will be held iu Silver 
Bay. will be a full blooded Sioux In- 
dian. He is Dr. Chas. A. Eastman, 
"Ohiyesa," renowned as an 
author 


who has served as government phy- 
sician for the Indians and served the 
National Government in other ways 
in helping the Indians. 
He will in- 


struct scoutmasters in the art. of 
scouting and of woodcraft as under- 
stood by the Indians. 
He 
will do 


.-till more. Because of his excellent 
education, his unusual intellect and 
his thorough understanding of 
the 


view point of the Indian and of the 
white man he will be of still greater 
service to the scoutmasters. He will 
lecture on the physical.- mental and 
moral effects of/civilization, will dis- 
cuss the new Indian, will talk about 
the school of savagery, of 
Indian 


boy-hood and of the religion of the 
Indian.^

State Aid Has

Fifty-six persons have been given 


free treatment for the prevention i.f 
hydrophobia under the state's i'ree 
Pasteur law according to a statement 
from Dr. J. P. Simonds, superintend- 
ent of the laboratory of hygiene of 
the State board of health. 
The re- 


port includes all cases • before 
the 


physicians to June 1. 1912, and nine 
other persons were being treated on 
that date. 
The law has been'in op- 


eration since the 1911 General As- 
sembly. 
'' 


In the first ten instances the virus 


used was obtained from 
a private 


manufacturing concern 
and siu:-e 


that time virus furnished by the Uni- 
ted States public health and marine 
hospital service has been used. In 
none of the cases has the treatment 
failed to serve its purpose, according 
to the report. 


Of more than 1,400 injections giv- 


en in the laboratories there has Dot 
been a single local infection. Dr. Asa 
E.'Fletcher has performed the bulk 
of the treatments. Ten of the patients 
were less than 5 years old, ten were 
between 6 and 10 years old, nine wore 
between 11 and 20 years old, nine- 
teen were between 21 and 40 years 
old; six were between 41 ' and 60 
years old and two were more than 61 
years old. 


Tliree^ of the patients were bitten 


by rabid horses, three by rabid dogs.

The census bureau lias just issued 


a statement regarding the composi- 
tion aud characteristics of the pop- 
ulation of Indiana, as reported at 
the thirteenth decennial census. 
It 


shows that of the total population of 
Indiana 2,130,088, or.78.9 per cent, 
are native whites of native parent- 
age; 
350,551 are native whites of 


foreign or mixed parentage; 159,322, 
or 5.9 per cent, are 
foreign born 


white, and 00,320, or 2.2 per cent are 
negroes. 


The corresponding percentages in 


1900 were 77.0, 14.5; 5.0 and 2.3 re- 
spectively, the comparis6n indicating 
a slight increase in the relative im- 
portance of the native whites of na- 
tive parentage. In most of the coun- 
ties the proportion of whites of for- 
eign birth or of foreign or 
mixed 


parentage is small. 
There is, how- 


ever, on county—Lake—in which the 
foreign born whites constitute more 
than one-fourth of the total pupula- 
tion, and six counties in which the 
native whites of foreign or mixed 
parentage exceed that proportion. 


Of the urban population G7.8 pei 


cent are native whites of native par- 
entage; of the rural population, 8 
per cent. 
The 
corresponding pro- 


portions for native whites of foreign 
or mixed parentage are 18.2 and 9.1 
per cent, respectively. The percent- 
age of foreign born whites is 9.7 in 
the iirban population and 3.1 in the 
rural; tlie percentage of negroes is 
4.2 in the urban and O.S in the rural.

years of age and over is 822,434, rep- 
resenting 30.5 per cent of the popu- 
lation. Of such males, 72.5 per cent, 
are native /whites of native parent- 
age, 14.2 per cent, native whites of- 
foreign or mixed parentage, 10.8 per 
cent, foreign-born whites, and 2.5 per 
cent, negroes. Of the 88,927 foreign 
jorn white males of voting age, 42,- 
533,- or 47.8 per cent, are naturalized. 


Of the total population, 10.2 per 


cent are under 5 years of age, 19.3 


cent are/from 5 to 14 years, in- 


clusive; 18.9 per cent, are from 15 
to 24, 28.9 per cent are from 25 to 
44, and 22.5 per cent are 45 years of 
age and over._ The foreign born

of thisv class being tinder 15 


years of age, while more than fonr- 
Ifths (84 per cent.), are 25 years of 
age and over. Of the native whites 
of foreign or-mixed parentage, 4ess 


than three-fifths (59.7 per cent) are 
25 and over and of the native whites 
of' native parentage less than one- 
half (47.6 per cent). 


The urban population shows 
a 


smaller proportion of children than 
the rural and a larger proportion of 
persons ih the prime of life. Emigra- 
tion to the city explains this at least 
in part. Of the urban population, 
33 per cent, are from 25 to 44 years 
of age, inclusive, and of the rural 
population, 20 per cent. 


The total number of persons 
of 


school age—that is, from 6 to 20 
years, inclusive—is 777,889, of whom 
513,623, or 60 per 
cent, attended 


ehool. In addition to these, 5,390 
persons under 0 aud 10,729 of 21 and 
over attended school.. For boys from 
6 to 20 the percentage of school at- 
tendance was 65.9, as compared with 
06.2 for girls. For children from 6 
to 14 years, inclusive, the percentage 
attending school was 33.2. The per- 
centage for children of this age was 
highest among native' whites or par- 


tage, S8.4 followed by 
negroes, 


87.7; native whites of foreign 
or 


mixed parentage, 87.0; and foreign 
born whites 80.0. There is little dif- 
ference between urban 
and 
rural 


communities as regards the percent- 
age of school attendance for the ages 
from 6 to 14, but of persons from 15 
to 20 years, inclusive, 20.6 per cent 
were reported as Attending school in 
urban communities as against 37.1 
per cent, iu rural. 


There are 60.213 illiterates in the 


state, representing 3.1 per cent of the 
total population 10 years of aue and 
over, as compared with 4.0 per cent, 
in 1900. The percentage of illiteracy 
is 11.7 among foreign born whites, 
2.1 among native whites, and 13.7 
among negroes. 


For all classes combined, the per- 


centage of illiterates is 
about the 


same in urban communities as in ru- 
ral communities. 3 and 3.1. respec- 
tively, but the percentage for native 
whites and for negroes are higher in 
rural communities 
than 
in urban 


communities, while 
the 
percentage 


for foreign born whites is slightly 
lower. 


For persons from 10 to 20. whose 


literacy largely depends upon present 
school facilities and school attend- 
ance, the percentage of illiteracy is 
very slight only 0.6. . 


In the population 15 years of age 


and over 34 per cent, of the males 
are single and 26.2 per cent of the 
females. 
The percentage married is 


5S.8 
for males and 02.3 for females 


and the percentage widowed 5.1 and 
10.4. respectively. The percentages 


divorced 0.8 and 0.9, 
respectively, 


are believed to-be too email,-because 
of the probability that many divorced 
>ersons class themselves as single or 
widowed.

That the percentage single is so 


much smaller for women than for 
men is largely to the fact that they 
marry younger. Thus, 11.4 per cent, 
of the females'from 15 to 19 years of 
age are married, as compared with 
1.2 per cent, of the males, and 52.2 
per cent, of the females from 20 to 
24 years are married, .as compared 
with 27.2 per cent of the males. 
In 


the next age group, 25 to. 34 years, 
the difference is not so great, 77.8 .for 
females as against 67.7 for males, 
while in the age group 35 to- 44 the 
difference 
practically 
disappears. 


That there is a larger proportion of 
widows than of widowers probably 
indicates that men are more apt to 
re-marry than women and further- 
more that, since husbands are gener- 
ally older than their wives, the mar- 
riage relationship is more often bro- 
ken by death of the husband than by 
death of the wife. 


For the main elements of the popu- 


lation the percentages 
of 
persons 


over 15 years of age who are married 
are as follows: Foreign boru whites. 
03.9 for males. 00.9 for fe»nales: na- 
tive whites of native parentage, 59.6 
and 027, respectively; 
native whites

These percentages by no means in 


die-ate the relative tendency of the 
several classes as regards marriages.

Similarly the proportion wid- 


owed depends largely on the propor- 
tion past middle life. 
The percent- 


age married both for males and fe- 
males, is higher in rural than in ur- 
ban communities. 


The total number of dwellings in 


Indiana is 031.554 and the total num- 
ber of families 654.891. indicating 
that in very few eases 
does more 


than one family occupy a dwelling. 
The average number of persons per 
dwelling is 4.3 and the average num- 
ber per family 4.1.

Convicted Nevada Murderer Takes

time in the criminal history of Neva- 
da a man will be shot to death in ac- 
cordance with the law of the state, on 
the 23d of this month.
